The  area  of  the  district  is  3351  acres  and  the  population 
has  been  estimated  at  6791* 


The  rateable  value  is  £36,233  and  the  nett  sum  revised  by  t  penny 
rate  Is  £142# 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTHS  t 


There  were  145  births  in  and  belonging  to  the  district,  73 
boys  and  72  girls*  Seventeen  of  these  were  illegitimate 

This^is  a  birth  rate  of  21.35  compared  with  17*6  the  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales* 

There  was  only  one  stillbirth* 


DEATHS  f 


There  were  64  deaths  which  shows  a  death  rate  of  9*4* 

There  were  not  any  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  or  other 
puerperal  causes,  nor  from  measles  or  whooping  cough,  but  ono 
from  Infantile  diarrhoea,  one  from  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  and  on^,  from  acute  encephalitis. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  were  12  and  the  other  chief 
were  brain  diseases  8,  heart  diseases  12,  diseases  of  t 
lungs  excluding  tuberculosis  7  and  tuberculosis  6*

For  the  isolation  of  infectious  diseases  the  hospitals  of  the 
Mid  Staffordshire  Joint  Hvspital  Board  are  used  and  provide  . 
their  own  ambulances. 


gANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


The  water  supply  is  still  the  same  but  there  is  evident  shortage 

at  times  and  higger  storage  capacity  and  erae^is^s 

have  to  be  considered  in  the  near  future.  The  sewerage  is  as 

usual  and  sufficient  at  the  present  time  but  of  course  will 
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require  extension  with  the  building  of  more  houses*

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES*

The  notification  of  infectious  diseased  received  during  the  yea* 

were  Scarlet  fever  9  cases,  measles  149,  whooping  cough  llj 
cerebri  Spinal  meningitis  1  and  diphtheria  13  all  occurring 
,  in  the  first  half  of  the  year*  One  was  of  the  3  to  5  years  of 
age  group*  5  of  the  5  to  10  group,  2  of  the  10  to  15  years  2  of 
15  to  25  and  3  over  25*  There  were  not  any  deaths  ,  and  of  the 
&  oases  unde*  15  two  were  known  to  have  been  immunised* 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION* 

During  the  year  51  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  2  between 
5  and  15  were  immunised  as  well  as  some  done  by  private 
doctors • 

TUBERCULOSIS • 


There  was  not  ahy  action  required  under  the  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  Regulations,  During  the  year  I  have  received 
notification  of  3  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  all  males 
of  the  ages  of  42,  39  and  52  respectively. 

There  were  six  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  gives 
a  death  rate  of  *88  for  the  rrdisease .
